She intimated to him that a man of the 
name of Kiodes had betrayed her, and said 
she wanted legal advice. Hesays that the 
numerous charges brought against him by 
Miss Pollard aré wholly false.

I am certain they wanted to kill 
me, asthe big negro on the back platform 
was the first one to shont, and his pistol was 
pointed directx at me, Just as soon as 
pe shot he put on the brake

ACCUSED OF EMBEZZLING $13,000 FROM 
THE ORGANIZATIONS. 


Charge Him With Mis- 
From as 


Four Warrante 
appropriating the Funds 
Many Pranches of the Western Union 
Associations—His Total Shortage to 
Them Alleged to Be Over $21,000. 


Milo T. Bogard, ex-Secretary of the West- 
ern Union Bullding and Loan Association, 
against whom four warrants were sworn out 
yesterday morning charging him with em- 
bezzling $13,000 of the funds of four ot the 
associations, called at the Four Courts 
yesterday afternoon and gave himself upto 
Lawrence Kickham, Chief Deputy Sheriff. 
Marshall F. McDonald, one of Bogard's at- 
torneysin the cases already pending against 
him, growing out of his transactions wulle 
Secretary of the Western Union Building 
and Loan Association was engaged tryinga 
case in the Criminal Court, and Bogard wen 
to him. Mr. McDonald asked the court to 
excuse him while he and his client went into 
the Sheriff’s office, where Bogard surren- 


dered himself. 

As Bogard felt that he would be able to get 
a bondsman to go his bail for the additional 
security that would be required 
on the new warrants against 
him Chief Deputy Sheriff Kickham 
detailed Deputy Sheriff James to accompany 
him to Judge Oldiborne’s residence, at 
Ewing and Franklin avenues, to have the 
bonds fixed, court having adjourned. 

SECURED A BONDSMANX. 

The ex-secretary secured a bondsman in 
the person of Alfred L. McFern, who lives at 
Coleman and North Market streets. 
Judge Claiborne fixed the bonds at $4,000, be- 
ing 81. 00% in each case. McFern was accepted 
as surety, qualifying for $35,000, and Bogard 
was released, 

When Bogard’s methods of doing business 
were first exposed by the press the 
directors of the Western Union Bullding 
and Loan Association stated that they 
did not propose to prosecute him criminally. 
They elther wished to throw him off of his 
guard or changed their minds. They in- 
structed Henry Zimmer, who was dock 
keeper under Bogard, to examine the books 
of the association and ascertain the 
exact amount of the shortage. Zim- 
merman concluded his examination 
last Friday evening and yesterday morn- 
in laid the result of his labors 
before Attorney Thomas B. Harvey, who has 
been retained for the criminal prosecution of 
the case. Mr. Harvey called at the Four 
Courts on receiving Mr. Zimmerman’s re. 
port and had the warrants issued. The war- 
rants charge Bogard with embezzling from 
Branches 1, 2, 38 and 5 of the Western Union 
Bullding and Loan Association the sums 
$2,500, $8,000, $8,500 and $4,000 respectively. 

SECRETARY BROLASKI’S REPORT. 

Harry Brolaski, Jr., the pfesent secretary 
of the Association, in his sworn statement 
to the surety companies claims that Bo- 
gard’s shortage will be in four of the West- 
ern Union Associations, not in- 
cluding association No. 4. for which 
their claims are not fully prepared, $21,260.14. 
The shortage according to himin each asso- 
Clation is as follows: In Western Union 
No. 8 the claims of the Association 
against Mr. Bogard date back as far as Feb.

Buewos Arnes, Sept. 28.—A part of the 
rebel Braztiian fieet continues to blockade 
the important port of Santosinthe State of 
ao raulo, and according to the aavices re- 
ceived here they have made the blockade 
effective. The rebels are also conduct- 
ing operations south of Santos. 

Some of their vessels attacked and captured 
Fort Destorro, on Santa Catherine Island, 
off the coast of the State of Santa Catherina. 
Destorro, or to callit by its fullname, Nossa 
Senhora do Destorro, is the capital of Santa 
Catherina. It lies 460 miles southwest of Rio 
Janeiro, and is defended by several forts, 
among the more important of which is Fort 
Destorro.

Minister Ihempeon's Tel ram Failed to 
Reach Wash'ngton Ci y. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 23.—The State 
Department has received advices from Minis- 
ter Thompson to the effect that there has 
been no material change in the sitvation tn 
Brazil since the Minister’s dispatch of the 
16th inst., when it was sald that Admiral 
Mellos had ordered the merchant vessels in 
the Day to move up, in order to be out of 
the range of vombardment, which he then 
threatened. It is now learned forthe frst 
time that Minister Thowpson has cabled the 
department several times wiitin the past 
few days asking for instructions to serve asa 
guide in emergency, which seemed to Minis- 
ter Thompsor to he imminent. the exact 
tenor of these dispatches is net known, and 
the fact of their having been receiveu was 
disclosed only to-day. It is known, how 
ever, that the department gathers fiom them 
that negotiations between Adulral Mellos 
and the Peixoto Government are still pend 
ing, and thatthe threatened’ Lomburdment 
of Rio has not been begun. nis will be good 
news to all who lave been watching the fate 
of American interests in Brazil with anxiety. 

The State Department advices bear out 
fully the latest news received from ito by 
way of London, and indicate that Admirait 
Mellos is in no hurry to carry 
out his threat. The warning 
which he has given to the Feixoto 
Government has made it possilve to concen- 
trate a large force of picked troops, estt- 
mated at 7,000, at Rio, and tne forts com- 
manding the entrance to the harvor have 
been strengthened tosuch good purpose that 
itis now believed tliat Admiral Mellos «iI 
be unable to get his fleet to sea, if he should 
deem itadvisable todo so. It is understood 
that the Republica, which is reported as 
having been repulsed by the Government 
forces at Santos, sailed out ofthe harbor at 
Rio before the forts were fully manned, as it 
is not belleved she could have escaped. 

To-day’s news was more cheering to Bra- 
Zilian Minister Mendonca and his sym- 
pathizers here. Afriend of the Minister's, 
who has conferred with him dally since his 
return to Washington, said to the PosrT-Dis- 
PATCH correspondent to-day : 

Ihe latest newsfrom Rio confirms the 
Minister’s surmise that the government Is 
playing a waiting game. It appears that 
Mellos is negotiating tor asettlement or some 
sortand that pending such settiement his 
eet is locked tn the bay of Rio and can’t get 
out. Asthe insurgents’ forces can neither 
land nor retreat it would seem to be only a 
question of time when they Will have to give 
up. Of course we are much pleased with the 
news of the Kepublica’s failure to take 
Santos. This information is espe- 
cially gratifying in view of the 
fact that Santos is an exposed town, 
stretched out along the coast for some dis- 
tance and not regarded as strongly fortified. 
The Minister is not alarmed at the reports 
that the insurgents threaten to bombard Rio 
Grande do sul, the leading city in the State 
of the same name. 

Ine last report of the Minister of Pubdlic 
Works states the water on the bar that closes 
the harbor of Rio Grande do Sui is only 1412 
feet deep. This would effectually prevent 
any of the biz war vesseis now in the hands 
of the insurgeuts, from approaching near 
enough to shell the town. The harbor is in 
fact a great bay Known as Lago Dos Patos 
and can only be reached trem the sea by 
crossing the bar. There are two other cities 
on this Day. Peiotasa and Porto Alegre, the 
latter the capital of the state of Rio Grande 
do Sul. 

Minister Nendonca has not visited the 
State Department since his return to_Wash- 
ington and his presence bere is not offcially 
Known. le nhas as yet received no ad¥icus 
from his Government nor bas the state De- 
part communicated to him any information 
received from sinister Lhompson.

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Sept. 23.—Three new 
cases of yellow fever were reported to-day. 
The patients are: Mrs. mcO. Brown, wife of 
Postmaster Brown, attack exceedingly mild; 
Henry Selig and Bertha Burrows. 

Four suspicious cases are reported. The 
patients are Mrs, John R. Mullans, her 
daughter, Wm. Grant and Theda Deinhart; 
The latter two are colored. One patient, 
Johnnie Brock, was discharged. A census of 
Brunswick completed to-day, was as follows: 
_ White males 600, colored males 1,670, white 
females 570, colored females 2,428, total popu- 
lation 5,268. Forty are sick from yellow 
fever and other causes. About fifteeh cases 
of malarial fever are under treatment. 
Physicians now makea dally report of the 
names of all malarial fever patients. 


Waycross, Ga., Sept. 21.—The Government 
is now trying a new play in dealing with the 
yellow fever epidemic at Brunswick, Ga. The 
present plan is to starve out the fever by 
isolation and depopulation, thus removing 
all material for the germs to feed upon. 
Mayor Lamb evidently realized that the dis- 
ease should be fied from and not fought when 
he issued his proclamation on Aus. 23 advis- 
ing all who could do so to leave forthwitn. 

trunswick is a bedutiful city of 15,000 in- 
habitants. It is situated on Turtle River, 
twelve miles from the Atlantic Coast. Its 
barbor is next in importance on the Atlantic 
Coast to Savannah’s. Brunswick has twenty- 
three feet of water ovor the outer bar. 

o months ago Brunswick was a flourish- 


aspen port. The prosperity of her people 
wes then almost phenomenal. Her harbor 
was thronged by ships from every country. 
‘ihe expocts in lumber and naval stores 
amounted to several million dollars a year. 
There were many large manufacturing en- 


terprises there. 
A WOEFUL CHANGE. 

But a mighty change has taken place. 

Brunswick is almost depopulated to-day, 
business has been abandoned, the streets 
are deserted, the people are panic-stricken 
and many have fied. Starvation has stared 
the few people who have remained, in the 
face for a month. 

The first of the calamities befalling the city. 
was the failure of three banks and of several 
extensive business firms, which caused a 
financial panic. Hundreds of people were 
thrown out of employment. Then followed 
the yellow fever excitement,with three cases 


of the most malignant type. 

The little band of whites now remaining in 
the city number about 1,000. The condition 
of the people since the partial depopulation 


They regarded the presence of yellow fever 
asa wicked imposition placed upon them by 
outside peopie. They blame the Govern- 
ment physicians for all that has befallen the 
city on account of yellow fever. 

About the Ist of July Capt. Bidwell of the 
schooner Anita Burwind, salled from Ha- 
vana, Cuba, for Brunswick. He entered 
Brunswick port, passed quarantine at Bethel 
arid spent several days in Branswick. He 
then went up the Satilla River some twenty 
miles for the purpose of taking on a car«o of 
lumber. While there he died after an illness 
ofonly a len days. 

Surgeons Hutton and Carter of the United 
Marine Hospital Service, wro were stationed 
at Brunswick, shortly afterward went to the 
spot where Capt. Bidwell was buried. They 
investigated the cause of his death and de- 
cided that he diea of a well-developed case 
of yellow fever. The schooner was thén dis- 
lutected and the clothing and bedding were 
burned. 

SURGEON BRANHAM A VICTIM. 

Surgeon Branham, a brave young man of 
the Marine Hospital service, was then ordered 
by Surgeon-General Wyman to take charge 
of the quarantine station at Bethel, near 
Brunswick, The schooner Anita Burwind 
carried Surgeon Branham tothe quarantine 
station. In a few days he became ill of what 
was considered malarial fever. He remained 
at the qnarantine station one week. He re- 
ceived but little attention, on account of 


there being no nurses. 

It was decided that it was best to remove 
him tothe home ot his brother, Dr. H. W. 
Branham, a physicianin Brunswick, where 
he could receive medical attention. He was 
accordingly put on a boat for Brunswick. It 
is said that passengers on board became 
alarmed whenit was known that a case of 
fever from the quarantine station was on the 
boat, and they complained to the captain. 
Atthe home of Dr. H. „ Branham, his 
brother, Surgeon Branham grew worse and 
died on Aug. 22, after ten days of suffering. 

Surgeons Hutton, Carter, Guiteras and 
Burford immediately made preparations for 
his burial. The grave had already been pre- 
pared. The coffin was metallic and the fin- 
estinthecity. The body was sprinkled with 
disinfectants anda United States flag was 
wrapped around it. It was placed in the 
coffin and four stalwart negroes were em- 
ployed to take it to its last resting place. 


A MIDNIGHT BURIAL. 

At midnight the corpse was removed from 
the house, the bearers using long poles 
under the coffin. The surgeons followed in 
company witha minister. The march wasa 
short one. Nota word broke on the stin. 
ness of the night until the grave was reached. 
Under the tight ofthe moon, ata safe dis- 
tance from the corpse, the minister held the 
funeral service. The coffin was lowered into 
the grave by ropes. The clay was shoveled 
in by the negroes in sileuce. The solemn 
procession returned to the house. ‘the 
clotues and dedding were burned. The house 
was carefully disinfected. 

Mrs. Branbam, the beautiful wife of sur- 
geon Branham, was in Baltimore. Upon 
learning of the serious Hiness of her hus- 
band, and being refused admissisn to Bruns- 
wick, she wrote hima pathetic letter assurin 
him of ber devoted love and bow she woul 
— nurse him if permitted todo so. She

WAS DEATH CAUSED Bi FRIGHT? 

Many people areof the opinion that his 

death was caused by fright, occasioned by 

his removal to the Branham House, and th at 


he did not have yellow fever. 

The experts deny having forced the re- 
moval of Harris, saying that Harris requested 
that he be removed, as his family would not 
then be in danger of contracting the disease. 

Just before Harris died the little child ofa 
Mr. Cox, In an entirely new locality, one mile 
from the Branham House, was stricken bya 
mild case of the fever. Mr. Cox, upon learn- 
ing that all cases of sickness must de re- 
moved tothe pest-house, took his rifle an 
threatened to Kill the physiciansif they at- 
tempted to remove his chiid, 

In the dead bourof night he took bis sick 
child in his arms, and, with his wife, fled to 
a house in the country, where he found srel- 
ter. He was soon followed by the experts, 
who, upon investigation, pronounced the 
case yellow fever. 

Mr. Cox guarded the door with his rifle, 
threatening to soot then if any attempt 
was made to remOve his child. 

Upon the death of Surgeon Branham 
Mayor Lamb issued a proclamation, advis- 

ng the people to leave immediately, agree- 
ng to furnish the poor with passes. News 
of the proclamation spread like wild-fire 
throughout the city. 
frantic, the men became excited, and there 
wasa panic. The alarm was tremendous. 
The people who had been quietly attending 
to their office and other duties during the 
Gay were struck by terror. 

A MAD RUSH. 

Nearly everybody rushed madly for the 
depot, some leaving their loved ones behind. 
The one prevailing idea of that vast throng 


wastofiy, whither they Knew not, nor did 


they care so that they were out of the strick- 


en city. Men, women and children were 
seen hurrying in every direction. Some 
were trying to get their sick wives or hus- 
bands to the depot. The whole town was 
alive with cries. 

At the depot the excitement was intense. 
Fully 5,000 people were there to leave on the 
outgoing trains. Special trains, which had 


been ordered for the exodus of the refugees, 
were rapidly filled. Women and children 
were frantic; they climbed into the coaches 
through windows, and were forced to stand 
up in the cars. 

Husbands and wives were separated, chi- 
dren were scattered overthecity, and some 
were left to take care of themseives. The 
trains on the Brunswick & Western and the 
East Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia Rall- 
roads carried nearly 5,000 people out of the 
city thatnight. any had left when it first 
became known that Surgeon Branham had 
yellow fever. 

One-third of the people were by necessity 
compelled to remain, because of the crowded 
trains. 

When the refugees were asked whither 
they were going, the reply was: We do not 
know; anywhere, just sve get out of this 
place. 

The trains were locked up and no person 
was allowed to leave for points south of At- 
lanta, Ga., because of the quarantine against 
Brunswick. 

The situation in Brunswick was extremely 
critical. the streets were deserted, business 
was abandoned and only 600 whites and 2,000 
negroes remained out of a population of 
15.000. 

The Government experts placed a guard 
around the house where Surgeon Branham 
died. The Branham house isin the center of 
thickly built squares in the fashionable res}- 
dence portion of the city. At the corners of 
the squares composing the infected district, 
yellow flags were stuck in the ground, ani 
not a soul, except the guards, was to be 
seen. No person was allowed to enter the 
grounds. 

The Branham house 1s a handsome two- 
story structure, of modern architecture. The 
blinds are closed and the doors locked and 
protected by iron bars. The flower garden 
is tastetully arranged and the vines creep 
toward the house. The place looxs desolate. 

Twenty-nine barrels Of disinfectanis were 
used on the house. There was not a thief so 
hardy as to enter the yellow fever district. 

No person was allowed to leave Brunswick 
under the quarantine regulations. This 
caused the poor people who had no work, 
money and provisions, to soon feel the 
pangs of hunger. Some of them, even at 
the time of Surgeon Branham’s death, were 
outofwork and provisions. The great ex- 
odus ot people on Aug. 28 left all the poor 
people with nothing to subsist upon. The 
sufferings of the people for food greatly in- 
creased each day. 


AN APPEAL. 
On Aug. 2 the following appeal was wired 
to Senators Gordon and Colquitt, Speaker 
Crisp, Henry G. Turner and all the members 
of the Georgia delegation at Washington, 


D. C.: 

The situation here is distressing. We are shut off 
from the entire outside world. Starvation stares 
the poor people in the face. The refugees, ordi- 
narily bread-winners, with their families, have left 
thecity without means. About 4,000 are left iu the 
city unable to procure suvplies. Immediate need 
provisions and money. Time is an important ele- 
ment. Weappeal in behaif of a sigicken people for 
immediate aid, and confidentiv rely upon the heart 
ofa great American people and the Government to 
respond.

The distress was terrible. A stricken com- 
munity shut off from the outside worid, their 
factories closed, homes deserted, business 
avandoned and people fled. 

It became evident that help must come and 
that quickly, or death and starvation would 
drive more peopleto the grave than yellow 
fever. The poor had nowbere to look for re- 
lief buttothe Government aad the people 
of the United States. 

On Aug. 23, the reportofthe Health Board 
and physicians was as follows: 

Whereas, Unnecesrary excitement prevails in the 
city of Brunswick, 

Resolved, That upon the daily reports of all the 
physicians in the city, this board announces that 
there is no yellow fever epidemic iu this city, ant 
nothing in ali of the reports so lar made by physi- 
cians which indicates a probability of epidemic. 
There is one case iu the city in addition to the two 
cases previously reported. 

The three cases have been thoroughly isolated, 
and should the disease assume an epidemic form, 
this board will announce the fact promptiy.

WANTED TO BE FED FREE. 

Assoon as the supplies began to come in 
from the cities of Georgia, 500 negroes crowd - 
ed the streets around the Commissary for the 
purpose of being fed free. They were dressed 
in their Sunday clothes and brought baskets, 
boxes and flour sacks. Laborers on docks 
and warehouses, rice and turpentine farms 
quit work and walked up to Commissary 
expecting the Governmen feed them. 

Mayor Lamb Informed them that those who 
got free rations would have to have their 
wants established by reputable citizens, after 
being certified to. All men able to work were 
given employment in putting the cityina 
good sanitary condition at 25 cents a dav and 
rations for their families. This brongeht the 
negroes to their senses, and those who had 
work returned tot. Some of them, however, 
complained of bad treatment and threatened 
to take provisions fromthe relief commiitee 
by force. 

Up to this time no new cases were reported. 
It was the prevalling opinion of the peopie 
that cases of sickness were being concealed 
from the physicians, and the following card 
by the surgeon in charge was published: 
Hugh Burford, Pres dent Health Board: 

Dran Str—I reeret to say that the medieal officers 
of the Government have reasoa to suspect that cases 
of sickness are being concealed by their families. 
The reason for this appears to be the fear that the 
sick may be removed from their homes. I wish now 
to dec are thatsuchis not the intention of the Gov- 
ernment officers. They abandoned the oon | of the 
removal! of the sick after the third case, This case 
was not removed. The motber. in her fright ran 
away with the child. 

The protection of the city demanded the removal 
of the Harris case, bat such removals shall not be 
undertaken hereafter, unless the patient cannot be 
cared for at homeand the family ask for remeval to 
hospital. Very respectfully,

The Board of Health adopted the following 
resolution: 

That the suggestion made by the Government 
Surgeon that parties will not be removed from their 
homes if taken sick be adopted by this board and 
published. 

THE ORIGIN. 

Dr. Guiteras, in speaking of how the fever 
originated in Brunswick, was of the opinion 
that the schooner Anita Burwind, with Capt. 
Bidwell on board with a case of yellow fever, 
was not detained in quarantine a sufficient 
length of time, and, because of the over- 
confidence of the quarantine officers, was 
permitted to visit Brunswick. The landing 
of the passengers of the vessel, he said, was 
probably the cause of yellow fever reaching 
Brunswick. 

He was ofthe opinion that the quarantine 
station is in an unfavorable location and was 
not managed with as much care as it should 
have been. 

In reference to the three cases of yellow 
fever, he said that Surgeon Branham and 
Mr. Peter Harris died of well-developed 
cases, and the Cox child had a very mild 
case, such as usually attackg children. 

The fallure of the Government to aid the 
sufferings of the people caused great alarm, 
there being no relief for them except what 
was sent them by cities in this State. Mayor 
Knight of Waycross and Mayor McDonough 
of Savannah, realizing that a detention camp 
between Brunswick and Waycross was nec- 
essary, wired Surgeon-General Wyman, on 
Aug. 23, recommending that the Government 
should establish a detention camp at some 
point on the Brunswick & Western Railroad, 
between Waycross and brunswick, and ask- 
ing that the Government take charge of the 
quarantine at Waycross and Jesup. 

At this time there were three cases of yel- 
low fever in Brunswick, and the chances for 
the disease to become epidemic were good. 
For thisactionof the Mayors of Savannah 
and Waycross, some people have complained 
that the Government was thereby falsely in- 
duced to expend a great amount of money on 
the camp when there was no cause for it, as 
they did not believe there was any danger of 
anepidemic. The people of Waycross and 
-avannah believe thatthe Mayors acted for 
the best interest of the people of the State. 

Surgeon-General Wyman ordered the 
camp established immediately. On Aug. 26 
Surgeon G. M. Magruder arrived in Way- 
cross from Pensacola, Fla. He proceeded to 
Waynesville, Ga., on the Brunswick & West- 
ern Rallroad. He selected a site for the 
camp two miles east of that place. He 
orderedtents and lumberand secured 100 car- 
penters and laborers and the work on the 
camp was commenced. 

It was not the intention of the Government 
to allow the poor of Brunswick to be accom- 
modated ia the camp for an extended ried 
oftime. The original purpose was for all 
Brunswick refugees to be detained ten days. 

A camp, consisting of about 800 tents, was 
established by some 400 Brunswick refugees 
on the Brunswick & Western Rallroad, eight 
rolles from the city. 


THE DETENTION CAMP. 

Camp Haines, the name of the detention 
camp, was named tn honor of Mr. George W. 
Haines, Superintendent of the Brunswick 
& Western Railroad. It is situated on a 
beautiful hill, fifty-five feet above sea level, 
atthe source of Furth River, which flows 
through Brunswick, within four miles of tide- 
water andthe headof navigation. It is in 
the Rumford settlement, where the wealthy 
and fashionable rice planters of the South 
Atlantic Coast resided with their families in 
winter in ante-bellum times. 

The Rumford mansion is the only residence 
left standing which belonged to the planters. 
Several ruins in the settlement show where 
other residences formerly stood. The Rum- 
ford residence is surrounded by a most beau- 
tiful grove of oaks and other shade trees. 


Office is situat. 


It is a Dox-car,andjis arranged after the man- 
oer of the other apparatus. 

A fever camp or hospital is situated half a 
mile fromthe main camp. At the camp ten 
wells have beensunk, which afford an abun- 
dance of water. The ame was completed 
early in September and left in charge ofa 
carpenter and a watchman. 

At this time there appeared to be no fever 
in Brunswick, and it was believed that the 
camp of detention would never be used by 
the Government. 

The towns and cities began to raise quar- 
antine against Brunswick. Probably 1,000 
refugees returned home in one week. Sur- 
geons Hutton, Carter, Megruder and Carson 
were ordered to goto the relief of the storm 
sufferers on the South Atlantic Coast. Dr. 
Fazet and Surgeon Gulteras remained in 


Brunswick. 

The Government pon enn did not ap- 
prove of the influx of refugees, as they were 
of the opinion that there was danger until 
after frost. With the return of the refugees 
the situation tn the stricken city became iess 
gloomy. Business began to revive, stores 
and shops were reopened here and there 
along the business streets. The people ven- 
tured to remain on the streets until after 
sundown. ‘The streets, while comparatively 
deserted, presented a lively appearance. 
The banks were cautious, but resumed busi- 
ness with an encouraging degree of confl- 
dence. 

With the partial resumption of business 
the condition of the poor people was im- 
proving each day. No great complaint was 
made of want of provisions. The great 
amount of stores which accumulated at the 
docks during the yellow fever excitement 
was shipped to different countries. ‘The fac- 
tories did not resume business, but it was 
confidently expected that they would do so 
in a few weeks. 

Relief from private sources had been com- 
ing in all the time, and there was no actual 
destitution among tue poor people. The city 
tried to relieve the distressed bv issuing $10,- 
000 in scrip to be used for tue actual wants of 
the poor. 

Fifteen days having elapsed since the an- 
nouncement of the third case the people of 
Brunswick began tothink that there was no 
more cause for alarm, and they demanded 
the raising of the Government quarantine. 
The Government physicians at first refused 
to order the quarantine raised. The people 
8 ted in demanding that the quarantine 

raised, and the Government physicians 
with great hesitancy yielded to their de- 
mands. 
QUARANTINE RAISED TOO SOON. 

Then followed the raising of the quaran- 
tine against Brunswick by the neighboring 
cities.. Dr. Bremmer, Health Officer of Sa- 
vannah, protested against the raising of the 
quarantine, andthe Board of Health or- 
dered the quarantine against Brunswick 
raised without his consent. 6 

He was severely criticised for the action by 
the people of Brunswick, but the recent out- 
break of yellow fever at Brunswick bas 
proved that he was right. The refugees were 


returning by the bundreds every day and the 
= was rapidly advancing in business. 

„ Killian, a shoemaker, was taken sick in 
his shop, where he had a bed-room, Sept. 
A. He was living alone, and received no 
medical attention until Sunday, Sept. 10, 
when the Odd Fellows, learning of his sick- 
ness, called in a physician and gave bim im- 
mediate attention. He was treated for gas- 
tric fever. 

He died Sept. 13, surrounded by the 
local physicians. His death caused a rumor 
to be circulated over the city, and Mayor 
Lamb notified Surgeon Guſteras, of the 
United States Marine Hospital Service. Sur- 
xeon Guiteras, assisted by five local physi- 
clans, arrived at the cemetery just as the 
— was being lowered into the grave, The 
coffin was removed from the grave by Sur 
geon Guiteras and an autopsy was held. The 
— y proved that Killian died of yellow 
ever. 

At the same time a suspicious death, that 
ofa Norwegian sallor, was reported at the 
City Hospital. Surgeon Guiteras and t 
local physicians held an autopsy and decided 
that the sailor died of yellow fever. The sallor 
was being treated for consumption and had 
been sick tor some time. 

An hour afterwards it was reported that a 
little brother of the Cox child, who was the 
third case reported, was suspiciously ill. It 
was decided that the Cox boy was sick of 
yellow fever. 

Sept. 14, twonew cases were announced. 
Surgeon-General Wyman immediately or- 
dered Surgeons Murray ana Geddings to 
Brunswick. 

Sunday, Sept. 17, thirty cases having been 
officially announced since the death of Kul- 
lian, the Health Board pronounced yellow 
fever epidemic. This caused great excite- 
ment in Brunswick. Many people were lea 
ing every day, while others were unable to 
leave on account of having no means. 

The people are again suffering for food,and 
there is great need of immediate relief. 
Three more new cases were reported to-day. 


FELL THROUGH THE SHAFT. 


Willie Sturrock Instantly Killed at Wm. 
Barr’s Store. 


Willie strruock, 17 years old, living at 1712 
North Thirteenth street, and employed as a 
bundle wrapperin Barr’s dry goods store, 
fell head foremost down the elevator shaft 
from the frst floor to the basement, a dis- 
tance of fourteen feet, yesterday afternoon 
and was instantly Killed.

ORGANIZED CHARITY. 

In criticising the work of the New York 
Charity Organization Society, the Rev. 
Dr. Peters said some severe things which, 
however, in modified form, are applicable 
to organized charity in general. 

Charity organizations do a noble work, 
which could not be accomplished 
without them, but the organized 
charity against which Dr. Peters 
aimed his darts of criticism em- 
bodies the attempt to concentrate all 
charitable efforts under one system de- 
signed for the double purpcse of helping 
all who need help and kecping all impos- 
tors from getting help. People are asked 
to hand over their charity offerings and 
charitable promptings wholly into the 
hands of the society agents who will see 
that they are rightly directed. 

The system has admirable points in 
theory, but its practical application often 
fails to work out the best results. Under 
the control of agents who feel that they 
are not earning their salaries unless they 
catch impostors, as Dr. Peters satirically 
remarks, the society becomes an 
organization for the prevention of 
charity. The primary object of help- 
ing the needy becomes secondary to 
the really incidental work of seeing that 
the unworthy do not get the help intended 
for the worthy. Thus it often happens 
that the money intended to feed the hun- 
gry and clothe the naked is spent in the 
detective and police work of searching out 
and punishing professiona) paupers and 
dead-beats. In the excessive fear thata 
penny of charity money may go wrong, 
precautionary measures and red tape make 
of the charity bureau a circumlocution 
office in which the deserving poor whose 
sufferingsso far overcome their self-respect 
as to force them to submit to the suspicion 
and implication of rascality and dead- 
beatism, starve, or freeze to death before 
they get the pittance sought. In the effort 
to keep from making paupers the charity 
agent often succeeds in making corpses. 

Another objection to the entire control 
of charity work by organized societies 
is the tendency it has to check 
and kill all spontaneous and genuine char- 
itable impulses. The man who gives and 
the man who receives are widely separated 
and the duty of belping the unfortunate 
becomes a part of the ordinary routine of 
business. It consists of drawing checks for 
a society and sending old clothes to a char- 
ity agent. The fear that some wretched 
sinner may profit by Christian bounty 
renders it impossible that an angel shall! be 
entertained unawares. The proof of angelic 
identity must first be produced. The good 
law of hospitality and the divine in- 
junction to give food, raiment and shelter 
tothe needy are translated into a rule to 
giveacard to an agent from whom after 
proper investigation and evidence of need, 
the sufferer may get a ticket for a plate of 
soup or a coat. 

Dr. Peters will do good work if he calls 
attention to these abuses of organized 
charity and quickens in the breasts of 
men and women the impulses to good work 
notalonein the mere giving but in per- 
sonal effort to uplift, cheer and help the 
unfortunate, True charity does not ex- 
clude sinners from her bounty. All the 
hungry should be fed and all the naked 
clothed and while care should be taken 
not to encourage professional beggary, it 
is better to give to ten unworthy persons 
than to have one needy creature perish. 
Even the pennies that go wrong may do 


good.

HEREDITY IN MORALS. 


Mr. Wm. M. F. Roundin an article in 
the September Forum says: 

Physical conditions likely to promote crim- 
inality aside, | believe that the child of the

gen. It is environment and training, not 
heredity, that give the most favorable condi- 
tions for the development of the crimina) im- 
pulse. 

The large majority of those who have 
given this most interesting and import- 
ant subject the intelligent and impartial 
study it deserves, will not agree with the 
conclusions reached Round. They 
do not and cannot doubt that our emo- 
tional tendencies and governing principles 
are, to a much greater extent than he 
supposes, drawn from ancestral sources. 
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— een the 
natural tion of the individual, is 
equally certain. Even then the conquest 
is not always to be dépended upon. In 
other words, we do inherit from ancestors 
near or remote, very much of the natural 
tendency which is called character, 
and this character will frequently assert 
itself in the direction of our thoughts and 
action#in spite of all efforts to check or 
control it. Associations and surroundings 
may and do produce very considerable 
modifications of the hereditary bias, but 
rarely or never do they eradicate it en- 
tirely. ‘ 

Not only does ‘‘the tree grow as the twig 
is inclined,’’ but twig and tree are such 
as the seed from which they sprung makes 
them. Do men gather grapes of thorns 
or figs of thistles? A good tree cannot 
bring forth evil fruit, neither can a cor- 
rupt tree bring forth good fruit. The 
study of Heredity is yet in its infancy, and 
long time must elapse before it is reduced 
to a science; but enough is already known 
through scientifiC methods to prove 
the truth of the position assumed— 
end more. Criminal statistics furnish 
accurate and valuable information on this 
subject; and as far as they bave been prop- 
erly gathered and systematized they show 
most clearly and unmistakably that vice 
breeds vice; that a vicious father and 
mother are not only liable, but altogether 
likely, to have vicious children—and, last 
but not least, that the ancient proverh em- 
bodies a greattruth; ‘‘What is bred in 
the bone will come out in the flesh. 
Some time since the case of the Jukes 
family, in the State of New 
York, was carefully investigated by 
competent persons, and the results pub- 
lished. This family—which was traced 
back to an illegitimate child who became 
the mother of illegitimate children—had 
produced 1,200 men and women who, in 
seventy-five years , had cost the State in 
criminal proceedings, imprisonment, 
poor-house support, ete., not less than 
51,250, 000 — without reckoning the cash 
paid for whisky, or taking into account 
the entailment of pauperism and crime of 
the survivors of the next generation.’’ 

Undoubtedly this case is only one among 
thousands of a similar sort, which have 
never come within the range of intelligent 
investigation; and which, if they had, 
would demonstrate beyond possibility of 
peradventure that Heredity plays as great 
apart in the moral qualities of the in- 
dividual as it confessedly does in the men- 
tal and the physical.

There is a possibility that Alexander 
Muhammed Webb may make some con- 
verts to Islamism.

His descrip- 
tion of the honesty, truthfulness, sobriety, 
tolerance, gentleness and brotherly love 
prevailing among the Mussulmans are 
pleasing to good men and might well lead 
some of them tothe Koran. 

Mr. Webb assures us that a woman to1l- 
ing over a washtub to support a drunken 
husband and several children, and a poor 
widow with her little children turned into 
the street for non-payment'of rent, are 
episodes that never oceur where Islamic 
laws and customs prevail. Prostitution and 
marital infidelity, with scandalous news- 
paper reports of divorce proceedings, Mr. 
Webb says, are quite impossible in a 
Mussulman community where European 
influences have no foothold. 

The Mohammedan ladies do not follow 
the fashions of Paris and London, and it is 
not their custom to attend balls and re- 
ceptions in immodest costumes. The 
theater, the circus, the races are all un- 
known to them, and perhaps, though Mr, 
Webb does not say so, they are never seen 
chasing bargains in great dry goods 
stores after searching the Sunday news- 
papers. 

All this is interesting and attractive, 
but when Mr. Webb comes to asking a 
good man to wasiphis face, nostrils, mouth, 
hands and feet before every prayer, he 
comes to a weak spot in his religious 
scheme. A Christian might be taught 
to pray five timesa day, but five baths 
would seriously interfere with the work 
of any busy American. 

It is well, however, that Muhammed 
Webb has come among us. We may easily 
adopt all the good things in Islam without 
abandoning any other religion that we 
may happen to have. It does us all good 
to learn of the best people of all faiths, 
and inclines us to love and emulate them.

HOLLY SPRINGS, Miss., Sept. 23.—An atten- 
Gant just from the Insane Asylum at Bolivar, 
Tenn., gave the following account of Alice 
Mitchell, the murderess of Freda Ward, to 
the correspondent of the Post-DIsPaTcH: 

**I: congider,’’ said the attendant, 
„that Alice Mitchell is the most useful 
woman in the asylum. She is strong 


and active, and does more physical work 
than any attendent in her ward. She rolls 
up her sleeves and scrubs the floors like an 
Irish biddy, as it she was hired to do it, be- 

sides she is a regular dining-room servant 
(from choice, of course), and washes the 
dishes three times a day, and 
helps to keep that apartment 
L perfect order. She 15 the 
most energetic being I ever saw, and one of 
the kindest. she takes great interest in the 
patients, especially the old women, to whom 
sheis very kind. She seems perfectly satis- 
Ned in her present position, and is never 
heard to complain of anything. Her cell is 
furnished just as all the others 
are. Not one comfort more, but 
she is allowed to take her meats at the at 

tendant’s table, where she is provided with 
every delicacy at the expense of her family. 

She is a good musician and spends a portion 
of her time slaging and er She is 
cheerful always. never ard her speak 
of the N girl, Freda Ward. I 
don’t Dbelleve she ever thinks of that 
horrible crime, If she does it certainly does 
not trouble her, It isa mistake about Alice 
seeing company all the time and leaving the 
asylum with friends whenever she wants to. 

She never soes out except when her father 
and mother come to 86e her. Then she 
always goes driving with them.’’ 

When asked if she belleved Alice Mitchell 
insane, she hesitated a moment, but said: 
es, j do, but I have only one thing to make 
me believe she is. Isaw her viclently mad 
one day, and there was no mistaking the 
gieam of insanity that flashed in her eyes.

She has the 
most uncontrollable temper Lever saw, and 
I would consider her dangerous out of the 
asyium. She has no desire to leave, and 1

The saving effected by the discovery of 
the frauds at Norfolk is estimated at about 
$1,000,000. An equal amount will be saved in 
New Mexico cases and about $800,000 in lowa 
cases. These estimates, of course, include 
the ‘-expectation of life’’ ofthe pensioners. 
A large corps of special examiners is at work 
on special cases and many more frauds will 
doubtless be discovered. The detection of 
fraud is not the examiner’s function, how- 
ever, as Commissioner Lochren says:

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SMALL-POX AND OTHER DISEASES. 

New YorK, Sept. 23.—Six new cases of 
small-pox were reported at the Bureau of 
Contagious Diseases to-day. There are now 
forty-four small-pox patientsat the River- 
side Hospital. Dr. Richards, one of the 
Vanderbilt clinic victims, was said to-day to 
be a very sick man and it was doubtful if he 
would recover. The other patient, Dr. Nor- 
ris, is improving. The general health of the 
city during the past week was hardly 
up to the standard of the pre- 
ceding week, — 1 41 to the report sub- 
mitted yesterday to fhe Board of. Health. 

Although the mortality report shows 702 
deaths, an increase of only five over the pre- 
ceding week, it Is still forty-two below that 
of the corresponding week last year, and 
seventy-one lower than the average of the 
corresponding weeks of the last five years 
which was 773. Last week’s deaths include 
831 children under 5 years old, an increase of 
thirty-five over the preceding week,and 214 
babies. The diseases showing an increased 
mortality are diptheria, whooping cough, 
heart disease and bronchitis. Phthisis 
caused only 69 deaths, a decrease of Ii from 
the preceding week; pneumonia, 47; croup, 
8; Bright’s disease, 38, and typhoid fever n 
or nearly 50 per cent decrease.

It was 
impossible and inconceivable that debate in 
the Senate should ever cease or a vote be 
ever taken as long as there was a dissenting 
unit in the chamber, assisting by one-fifth of 
the number to ask fora roll call. It would 
take a reconstruction of the entire body of 
rules inthe Senate and an amendment to 
the constitution peremptorily to create what 
seemed to be almed at by the resolution 
of the Senator from Connecticut and the 
amendments to it. Cloture, he declared, 
was suppression, repression and a states- 
man suppressed, a member of the Senate 
repressed was sureto be sent back by the 
people, no longer in the minority, but in a 
majority. A vote by force was nota vote. A 
vote by compulsion was not free action. He 
cited cases in the reign of the Stuart 
Kings of England and argued from them that 
obstruction was an extreme remedy. But in 
his mind there was no reason for either ex- 
treme—that of vlotare or that of obstructi n. 
A middle ground could be found and adopted 
with greater ease than either. 

Mr. Vilas of Wisconsin commented ona 
statement of Mr. Turpie’s that the only rule 
in the constitution governing the Senate was 
that providing that on the demand or one- 
fifth the roll should be called. He sugwested 
to Mr. Turple that there was still another 
rule in the constitution applicaple to both 
Houses,and that was that either House 
might, with the concurrence of two-thirds, 
expel a member. He asked whether Mr. 
Jurpie did not consider those two rules some- 
what antagonistic and contradictory. 

Mr. Turple replied tnat he did not consider 
themat all contradictory because the rule 
as to one-fifth applied only to ije,isilative 
business. 

Mr. Hoar (Rep.) of Massachusetts asked 
him where he made any distinction in tie 
matter of cloture between the Senate and the 
House. 

Mr. Turple admitted that he did, because 
he regarded the Senate as the refuge and 
asylum of minorities, and that he wanted 
that asylum to de inviolable. 

Mr. Dubois (Rep.) of Idaho was opposed to 
the introduction of a cloture rule in the 
midst of an exciting debate. 

Mr. Call (Dem.) of Florida opposed the 
cloture resolution because he regarded it as 
a —— to forbid debate ang to close 
the only avenue of intercourse between the 
Senate and the great mass of the people—the 


which the Republicans in the Senate are au- 
vised to no longer support the Cleveland ad- 
ministration. 

There were sevbral amendments made in 
regard to the cities in which there should be 
published bids for paper for the Government 
printing office.

Because of New Rulings. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 23.—The work of 
examining the pensions claims allowed by 
Raum under his famous order No. 164 has 
progressed far enough to enablea careful 
estimate to be made of the great saving that 
will be effected by reviewing his cases, anda 
conservative calculation puts the amount at 
$128,700,000. This stupendous amount in- 


cludes only the cases allowed by Raum under 
tite act of June 27, 1890, which granted peu 
sions for disabilities incurred since 
tiie war, and all this money 
WII! be saved without charging 
a single pensioner with fraud. The oualy 
charge Made is that President Harrison's 
Commissioner of Pensions in his eagerness to 
make political capital for his party and to 
redeem the pledges of Republican campaign 
orators distributed the people’s money to all 
comers without regard to the validity of 
claims and in open defiance of the law.

tion in it. It was not looked upon by them 
as many others regarded it—asastep in ad- 
vance of prohibition. In no way did it de- 
ser“ any favorable mention. ‘The training 
sehon, or murderers and villains of every 
class, as the saloon was referred to, had not 
been reduced any in number or ‘Variety ; 
the dives still dappled the thoroughfares. 

The saloon argument lasted some time, and 
finally about 4:45 o’clock adjournment was 
taken until 8 p. m.

O’ Neill Ryan Delivers a Panegyric—Tele- 
gTam From Mrs. Gilmore—Scalchi and 
-Barosch to Be the Soloists Next ween

The climax of a series of notable events 
at the Exposition was reached last evening 
when the week’s entertainments concluded 
with a memorial to Patrick Sarsfield an- 
more, the favorite of the music-loving public’ 
of st. Louis, who had so often engkanted 
Exposition audiences, The entire day was 
devoted to a glorification of the dead leader, 
the programmes of each concert being 
made up of Gilmore’s muse, se- 
lected with great discrimination by 
Bandmaster Sousa. Large crowds attended 
each performance increasing as the day wore 
on until in the evening the bullding,immense 
as itis, wasscarcely large enough to com- 
fortably accommodate the visitors. Each 
number given by the band was noisily ap- 
plauded and the ovations were liberally re- 
sponded to by Mr. Sousa, who makes it a 
polut to do all in his power to please, no mat- 
ter what the exactions of his audience. At 
the first evening concert Music Hall was com- 
pletely filled. The enthusiasm of the 
listeners knew no bounds. Dur- 
ing the entertainment thefe was 
an incident, or more accurately a 
coincident, which will not soon be forgotten 
by the auditors. Atthe very bourat which, 
one year ago, the news of the death of Gil- 
more was received at the Exposition Build- 
ing and while the Sousa Band was rendering 
with finest effect **The Forge in the Forest, 
the lights went out, leaving the auditorium 
in total darkness. It was at the point at 
which the music illustated the flaring up of 
the forge res and when there should have 
been a lurid effect that the dense gloom set- 
tled upon the stage and the mass of 
humanity in front of u. The shutting off of 
the light seemed symbolic of the extinguish- 
ment ofthe bright light of the instru- 
mental music world that marked 
the death of the great band director. Mr. 
Sousa was equal to the occasion, and before 
anything like confusion could begin in the 
audience the band struck up ‘‘ Yankee Doo- 
die.“ “This was followed quickly and face- 
tiously by ‘‘Wait Till the Clouds Roll By,“ 
„„What Can the Matter Be?’’ and lastly 
„ Dixie. The audience sat through the 
darkness with the utmost good humor and 
applauded the music with intensified zest. 
When the electricity was again turned on 
there was thunderous applause, and then the 
concert proceeded without having been 
at all un pleasantly interfered with 
by what, but for Mr. Sousa’s readiness, 
might have proved a serious interruption. 

The last concert, between 9:30 a 10:30 
was listened to b ‘a crowd that overfiowed 
into the surrounding hallways.

THE KINGSBURY VICTIMS. 

Perv, Ind., Sept. 23.—Dr. C. B. Higgins, 
surgeon in charge of the Wabash Rallroad 
Hospital of this city, bis assistants and the 
nurses and the Sisters of St. Francis have 
rested scarcely a moment since the ar- 
rival of the special train last 


evening, bearing twenty of the wounded 
passengers from Kingsbury. They have done 
everything possible torelleve the sufferers, 
but In several poems * the injuries received by 
the people are so serious and dangerous that 
little can be done to allay their intense pains. 
Several of those now in the wards are in such 
A condition that they may die almost any 
time, 

One of the most dangerous cases at present 
is Willie Haskins. His leg is broken and 
almost his entire body is so badly scalded 
that he may not recover. His leg is 
crushed so badly it will have to 
be amputated. Haskins is one of the 
bell ringers from the London (En- 
gland) Orphans’ Home of Dr. Bernard. 
There were nine boys in the troupe. One 
was killed and eight who were injured were 
brought here. They were in charge of James 
W. Wookly, whoalso suffers from cuts on 
the head and bruised back. His assistant, 
Henry Aaron, and four boys, Sydney Fleim- 
ing, James Lane, Charles Bath and Herbert 
Tame, were bruised and received cuts and 
sprains. The other boys are Albert Moulton, 
leg broken, and Willie Evans, cut on head 
and both legs broken and James Rush, inter- 
nal injuries.

FOUNDERED AT SEA 


Further Particulars of the Catastrophe 
to the Haytian Gunboat. 

NEW YorkK, Sept. 23.—First Officer Newman 
of the Prince WilhelmI.,which brought news 
of the foundering of the Haytian war ship 
Alexandre Petiou and the reported loss of 
eighty men, including many diplomats, was 
seen this morning aboard the steamer, 
which is lying at Woodward Stores, South 


Brooklyn. 

Ex-United States. Minister to Hayti J. 8. 
Durham was thefirst person to tell the 
story in New York. He sad the Alexandre 
Petiou left Port au Prince on Sept. 6 bound 
r San Domingo. She had on board on 
their way to negotiate a special treaty with 
the Republic of San Domingo, Gen. 
Molini, special envoy to San Domingo; Mr. 
Cohen, formerly Minister from Hayti to Mex- 
ico; M. De Jean, ex-Consul General 
from Hayti to France, and a number of other 
almost equally well-known Haytians. 

For two days all went smoothly on board 
and no one dreamed of drowning. Then 
suddenly, on Sept. , when off Cape Tiburon, 
the vessel sank like a stone. 

One sailor, an uneducated man who was 
said to have been on the lookout at the 
time, was thrown outside of the suction of 
the sinking ship and by the ald ofa piece of 
plank managed to keep himself afloat. Two 
oars which had been lying in one ofthe 
ship’s boats also floated, and these the 
— used in an effort to reach shore. After 

e had floated or a day anda half, exposed 


u burning sun and without food and 


drink, he was picked up by a passing vessel 
and carried to Port au Prince. His mind, 
probably never very strong, had been so 
weakened by his terrible experience that he 
could give no explanation of the disaster. 
There wasno storm, no shock of collision 
that he knew of, no explosion or fire. 
eculiar a story was received with slight 
belie? here in New York, but Mr. Newman 
gives further and important particulars 
which precludes a doubt of the catastrophe. 
He likened the sorrow occasioned to that 
caused in England by the loss of the Victo- 
ria. 
„There were sixty. aboard, not eighty,’’ 
he sald. ust as we were leaving Port au 
Prince, the warship Dessalines, the sister 
ship tothe Alexander Petiou, returned from 
the scene of the catastrophe, whither she 
had proceeded when the first news was re- 
ceived, brought by a half-crazed Belgian 
sallor, the only survivor and white man 
the sunken warship. The Dessa- 
cruised about several days 
the vicinity of where the 
Petiou went down. Not a vestize of wreck- 
age could be tound. The sea had swallowed 
the ship up and the suction had drawn down 
probably all who had attempted to escape a 
watery grave by filnging themselves in the 
sea. Thesurvivor was on the lookout, and 
when the vessel lurched before piunging bow 
first tothe bottom he was flung wide of the 
maelstrom created by the foundering. The 
news brought by the Dessalines was re- 
garded as a confirmationat Portau Prince. 
All the populace went in mourning. Three 
other Haytian warships, the Twenty-second 
of September, the Eighteen. Hundred and 
Four and the Toussaint L’Ouverture were in 
rt and had their colors at halfmast. It is 
fm posible to tell the cause of the disaster. 
The general opinion seems to be that the 
engineers were to blame. The regular 
French engineers had been left behindanda 
couple of engineers only experienced in 
plantation machinery were substituted.’’

In December, 1885, a renewal of the violent 
form of eruption took place, the lava flowing 
down the sides of the mountain and entirel 
enveloping it, while a dense white clou 
overhung the summit, reflecting in a b eaut!- 
ful way the flames below. Fortunately, no 
serious disaster followed this eruption. In 
August, 1889, the volcano resumed its vio- 
lence. A few Gays before the earthquake 
which visited Central America at that time 
the volcano vomited forth a dense black 
smoke, that hung HMke a pall over the coun- 
try for miles around. This phenomenon con- 
tiuved for several days and was accom panied 
At intervals by showers of red hot ashes,

which descended upon its sides. 

These spasmodic eruptions occurred ten or 
twelve timesa day, and were followed by 
loud reports similar to the discharge of ar- 
tiliery. At night these sudden eruptions 
presented the appearance of fireworks on a 
gigantic scale, which illuminated the country 
for miles around, and made a grand and awe- 
inspiring spectacle. The periodically occur- 
ring present injections or oruptions of the 
two craters consist of white aqueous vapors 
slighfly sulphuric, rising balloon-shaped 
often to an enormous height, where their 
vertically upward-working force is over- 
come by the winds, and they are drivén 
away as fiat clouds, or hover fora long time 
as thick, cloudy masses over the top öf the 
volcano, They are accompanied by the fow 
of lava and heavy falls of ashes. 

The last eruption wasin December, 1892. 
It was rticularly violent and accompanied 
by shocks of earthquake which caused the 
collapse of a number of houses In the city of 
Colima. Eartbquake shocks were also lelt at 
as areata distance as Jalisco and Acapulco. 
So serious did the eruptions become that the 
Government, believing the towns and vil- 
lages in ths ‘vicinity in danger, ordered the 
residents to abandon their places of residence 
and move to places where Weir safety would 
ve more fully assured. 


CONGRESS OF RELIGIONS. 


Questions of the Heur Eloquently Dis- 
cussed at Chicago. 


Onicaco, III., Sept. 23..+Lack of seating 
facilities militated against a large attend- 
anceat the World’s Parliamentof Religions. 
The atmosphere was atrifie raw on the out- 
side, even for pedestrians, and as the wind 
blew in through open spaces and apertures 
innumerable the conditions were still less 
comfortable for those on the inside. 

The session was inaugurated with an ad- 
dress from Rev. Dr. John W. Hayt of Wis- 
consin. He said that the very fact that a 
parliament of religions had been held was an 
indication that the views or this day and 
generation had been broadened. The incep- 
tion of religion was not an account of any 
want on the part of God, but because of the 
finiteness of man. Referring to the harmon- 
izing of the great religions upon the basis of 
the great central feature of all, he said it 
Was the one truth around which all else 
gathered. but man had been forgetful of it, 
and the history of the world had been writ- 
ten in blood. The time was coming, however. 
and it was nearat hand, when nation would 
not dare draw sword without the universa! 
consent of mankind, when there would bea 
universal court of arbitration, and the pen- 
alty of disobedience of its mandates would 
be the outlawing of a nation. 

The Metropolitan of Athens, who had been 
Announced as one of the speakers of the 
morning, was represented’ only by a letter 
expressing his regret that circumstances 
prevented his appearance. 

An address upon The Grounds of Sympa- 
thy and Fraternity Among Religious Men,’’ 
was made by Aaron Howell of New York. He 
said that he once introduced some Salvation- 
ists to some Quakersand one of the former 
sad. e have much in common. 
You add a UÜttle quiet and we add 
a little noise, Dut we have much in 
common in the middle grouhd, the universal 
aMilation of religion. He said that he did 

not think that this country had made a very 
good record in some ways officially in its 
dealings with the Indians and the Uhinese. 
We were sending missionaries to China, but 
we were teaching a Very different lesson at 
home. 

Keferring to the parllamentof religions, he 
said that, whether it resulted in a universal 

religion or not, it would result in combining 
to overcome some of the greatest evils. 
One of the frst to be attacked was 
war. He hoped that the great Krupp 
kun would be melted upand cast into plough- 
shares. Polygamy came in for a scathing 
agenunclation, s speaker held that it 
meant nothing but slavery of women and 
girle. From this hé went on to the social 
evil, and after picturing the horrors of it he 
turned to the evils of intemperance. Every 
effort, he sald, should be made to stamp 
them out. It was responsibie for more suffer- 
ing than almost anything else.

New York, Sept. 23.—At 12:45 o’clock this 
afternoon Judge Newton ofthe Coney Island 
‘Athietic Club met Charlie Mitchell, the Eng- 
lish pugilist, in the bar-room of the Hoffman 
House. There were a number of sporting 
men present. Newton took Mitchell aside to 
another table and called Jim, Hall and Harry 
Darrin over to them. They talked for about 
halfan hour. Attheend of that time Newton 
left the crowd and informed the reporters 
that Mitchell had signed the articles of agree- 
ment for a fight at the Coney Island Club, 
Here are the amended articles of agree- 
ment: 

Articles of agreement made and entered into this 
12th day of July, A. D. 1893, by and between James 
J. Corbett, heavyweight champion of the world (of 
San Francisco, Cal.), and Charles Mitehell, cham- 
pion of Kugland (of London, Eug.), for a scientific 
clove contest of twenty rounds or more for a purse 
of $40,000. Said contest to take place before the 
Coney Island Athletic Club, New York, on @ day to 
be hereinafter mutually agreed on, between the 5th 
day of December and the 25th day of December, 
1893, under conditions hereizafter cited and mu- 
tually agreed on. The principals to the agreement 
agree to meet in a scientific clove contest of twenty 
rounds or more before the Coney Isiand Athletic 
Club, New York, between the Sth and 20th days of 
December, 1893, fer a purse of $40,000. The con- 
test will be twenty rounds or more and shall be 
contested for strictly under the rules of the Marquis 
of Queensberry. which areto be followed by the 
oficial referee in every instance and particular. 
The winner to receive the full purse of $40,000 
without reservation. The gloves shall be ofa size 
already mutually agreed om by the principals here- 
to, butef not less weight than five ounces. The 
club shail names referee and official time Keeper, 
the principals reserving the right te secure one time 
keeper each. Should at any time the contest be- 
come brutal or inhuman the referee shall have 
power to stop the same and give decision to the man 
who had the best of same up to that point. Theclub 
herewith agrees to post with any responsible man, 
to be mutually agreed on, the sum of $10,000, same 
to be divided share and ehare alike, in the event of 
the failure ef the club to carry out this comtract. 
The principals hereto agree to post for the elub, 
with any responsible man theclub may agree to, 
the sum of $5,000 each, to insure the appearance of 
men in the ring when called for, the same to stand 
aéaforfeitin equal shares to the club and tothe 
men, in case of the default of one or the other of the 
principals. Incase either of these three principals 
to this contract shall default, they agree to forfeit 
all moneys put up without recourse to law in any 
manner, shape or form, and itis understood ana 
agreed by and between the parties hereto thatthe 
said Corbett and Mitchell, or either of them, shall 
not engage in any similar contest, withor without 
gioves, with any person before any other ciab until 
after their contest before said Coney Island Athietic 
Club, or to forfeit the sum of $1,000. 

It is understood that the New Orleans peo- 
ple did not have the moneyto lay out on 
the fight and this probably accounted for 
Mitchell’s anxiety to sign with the Coney 
Island Club. Jim Hall arrived in New York 
this morning. It is believed that he will as- 
sist in training Mitchell, together with Dar- 
rin. Mitchelland Hall are not on the most 
friendly terms, however, and Mitchell does 
not lose any love on him. A telegram was 
received by Mitchell at the Hoffman House 
this morning from Solly Smith. Smith ex- 
pressed his indignation at the reflections 
which he alleges Mitchell cast on his family. 
Smith says that he will get square with 
Mitchell, but does not make any suggestion 
astothe manner in which he will do so. 
Smith denies that he isa Hebrew, and says 
that his name is not Solomon, as Mitchell is 
alleged to have remarked. Mitchell says 
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Law Abiaing Citizens wil ’ Prevent 


the Battle. 


New Tonk, Sept. 23.—Fighting at Coney 
Island may be suppressed if arrangements 
are made to have the Corbett- Mitchell battle 
decided in the arena of the Athletic Clab by 
the sea. The preliminary talk over the pro- 
posed contest for Coney Island has arousec 
indignation among a certain element in 


Brooklyn and the county officers may step in 


and prevent the great heavy-weight contest. 
It is hinted that the churches will unite in 
the matter and appeal to Gov. Flower for 
aid. President Cochran ofthe old Brooklyn 
Polytechnic Institute is one who is 
opposed to the fistic exhibition in 
the lower part of Kings County. 
Hes ‘*Tne whole influence of these con- 
tests as been to demoralize our young men. 
The sforbid such exbibitions and they 
ought to be prevented. Every man ought to 
speak out egainst this disgrace. It isa duty 
we owe ourselves as well as the city and 


public.’’ 
BRADY RULED OUT. 

Matchmaker Newton of the Coney Island 
Club evidently has no doubt that his organi- 
gation can safely conduct thefight. His ef- 
forts to have Mitchell sign articles of agree- 
ment show this. It was reported yesterday 
that Mitchell had signed, and toverify the 
rumor the Englishman was seen in person. 
He said that he had not signed, but probably 
would to-night when he met Newton. He 
has read the articles of agreement and in- 
tends to make two or three corrections. 

One correction, he added, will be the 
substitution of the name of James J. Corbett 
in place of William A. Brady. Ifthe articles 
are good enough for me to sign personally 
they are certainly good enough for Corbett. 
Iam not going to take any chances, so Cor- 
bett will have to sign ulmself. If there is 
— fun he can have a bit of it as well as my- 
self. 

Mitchell’s face was sad yesterday after he 
had read a cable from his wife. The message 
told of the death of his youngest sob, whom 
he left in England scarce ten days ago. It 
was a severe blow tothe big man. He had 
just determined to begin trainingin earnest 
when the sad news reached him. When the 
pugilist arose at noon he put on heavy: 
woolen underwear, athick woolen sweater 
and a suit of gray material and walked 
from his stopping place, in East One Hun- 
dred and Sixth street, toafriend’s house, in 
One Hundred and Pwenty-ninth street, where 
he ate breakfast. Afterward the English 
champion accompanied by Harry Darrin, his 
trainer, walked down Third avenue to One 
Hundred and Second street, when they 
turned toward Fifth avenue and entered the 
park. Ihe pace by this time had become 
quite brisk, Darrin moving along in front as 
though hewas going after a record. The 
famous runner led the party up the dluff aud 
along the road to the reservoir. Here 
Mitchell and Darrin set out at a slow pace 
which they gradually increased toa sp rited 
run, making several turos around the 
reservolr. Darrin was pace-maker 
but Mitchell clung to him well. The English- 
man’s stride was long and steady, his action 
tree and easy. When he finished his run 
Mitchell was covered with prespiration, but 
he did not seem at all exhausted, and. said 
he felt strong. Immediately after the run 
Mitchell jumped into a carriage and was 
drivento a Turkish bath room. When his 
bath was completed, Mitchell looked to be in 
superb condition.

Unsportemanlike—Yale’s Inconsistent 
Stand onthe Undergraduate Ruling—

at Princeton—Foot Ball Gossip. 


What's thp team that’s rushing Harvard down 
the field? 

If they get the ball tne Crimson’s fate is sealed; 

Their legs are blue. their hearts are true, 

They will never yield. 

That is Yale, thatis Yale. 


So the Yale men chorused at Springfield 
two years ago. Ascoreofstrong and active 
young men at New Haven are working with 
their chief aim in life to have that chorus 
sung again at Springfield. At Cambridge a 
small but select company of equally muscu- 
lar young men are tohing quite as earnestly 
to frustrate Yale hopes of victorious chorus - 
ing. In the classic tone of Princeton, way off 
in New Jersey, a swarm of yellow jackets is 
bent on business and every athlete who 
sports the modest orange and black hasa 
two-fold spur, a pair of spurs, in fact. One 
eye ison New Haven, with a thought of 
Thanksgiving Day, the other glares Pennsy!- 
vania way and this eye, by the way, is badly 
bloodshot. 

Itisrumored that the august members of 
the Princeton faculty repeat at morning and 
at night a Delenda est Pennsylvania’’ after 
the manner of Scipio and Carthage. So much 
for the state of affairs between the three 
armed powers. 

HARVARD'S UNSPORTSMANLIKE ATTITUDE. 

Harvard and Princeton are not to meet this 
year. It's a great pity that Harvard would 
not give Princeton a game without trying to 
crowd Yale out of the Thanksgiving Day 
game. Harvard indignantly denfed that she 
had any intentions when the deal was given 
away last year, but it was known by Yale 
men at the time of the base ball negotiations 
that Harvardtried to induce Princeton to 
give her the Thanksgiving game in New York. 
Afterward Harvard publicly offered to play 
Princeton if the game could be given them 
every other Thanksgiving Day. ut Prince- 
ton would not give the annual game with 
Yale and apparently Harvard is through 
with Princeton. This Harvard-Princeton 
game is needed to place these teams ona 
sportsmanlike footing with Yale. The New 
Haven University has sent Harvard an 
example in this which public opinion should 
compel her to follow. Of late years Yale has 
played championship games against Penn 
syivania, Harvard and Princeton every 
season within a space of less than three 
weeks, while Harvard, with 1,000 more Stu- 
dents to draw material from, aboutas many 
as Yale and Princeton together, puts every 
energy into the Springfield game and calls it 
falrand square foot ball. She has played 
neither Pennsylvania nor Princeton until this 
year, when a game is scheduled with old 
Penn on Thanksgiving day. So much for 
foot ball at large. 

NO LIGHTWEIGHTS NEED APPLY. 

The Yale eleven will begin practice games 
this week and in a few days the lovely sport 
will be in full swingon Yale field. Light 
men will not stand much show for tackle 
this year. Mass and wedge plays were used 
more last year than ever before, particularly 
massing on the tackles. It is likely that this 
style of play will be popular this year more 
than open interference. In that case men to 
succeed Wallis and Winter must have the 
same build. Messler fills the bill 
physically, but he has never shown 
speed enough. It may be that with a chance 
to make the team he wil have more life. 
For two years he has had a rather thankless 
task and has played without hope of getting 
anything. Now he has a chauce to win his 
spurs. Armstrong is almost too light for 
tackle, but it is a pity not to make use of such 
a brilliant player and he may be tried behind 
the line. Holcomb, tackle on last year’s 
fresh eleven and No. 2 on the freshmen 
crew, began training Thursday, as well as 
Hall, a freshmen half back. Both are prom- 
ising men. Beard will be given a chance to 
see what he can do at center, and is being 
given practice sothathecan snap the ball 
on the second eleven. He ought to give Stili- 
mennafight for the place. Capt. Hinkey 
will probably start in with his first eleven 
made up as follows:

The 
training table will not be kept inthe historic 
old rooms at Mrs, Lyons’, where for the 
dozen years crews and elevens have gotten 
lusty. A room has been taken in the War- 
ner Hall Restaurant, where Detendorf, 94, 
will manage for the foot dall men. It was 
expected that all the training tables would 
be run in connection with the college com- 
mons this year, but the plan was allowed to 
fallthrough. The Yale training table sys- 
tem is both antiquated and sbould be im- 
proved on, About twenty men are now con- 
suming rare beef, chops, steak, eggs, pota- 
toes, toast. oatmeal and fruit. 


YALE’S INCONSISTENT COU RBE. 


Renounces the Undergraduate Ruling in 
Base Ball, But Favors It ia Foot Ball. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 23.—The question 
of the undergraduate rule has come to the 
front in point of interest this week. It was 
tacitly understood by Princeton men that 
Yale had renounced it in base ball as a mat- 
ter of self-accommodation, and that she 
would pursue her own policy in respect to foot 
ball. But since it became known that such 


men as Phil King, who graduated last gear, 
Balitet, Lea and Symmes would be candl- 
dates for this year’s eleven, Yale has sud- 
denly deciared that she favors the under- 
graduate rule, although she utterly dis- 
regarded it last spring in base ball to make 
victory doubly certain, and says Princeton 
nas no right to do the same thing a few 
months later, and if she does she must be 
responsible for violating the new rule and 
Yale must not be understood as having done 
that already. There is likety to be some 
trouble between Lale and Princeton in con- 
sequence, as the Tigers insist on the old 
rules because Yale violated the hew ones. 
The University of Pennsylvania does not 
like the idea of King, Balltet and Symmes 
playing this year. For she is anxious to beat 
rinceton, but she cannot revent them 
playing, except by voting with Yale to con- 
tinue the undergraduate rule, but such a 
course would be self destruction. it would 
disqualify at least eight members of last 
rose Pennsylvania team and more than 
aif of her newcandidates.

At repeated intervals recently I have had 
the pleasure of hearing Buddha Inger- 
soll expound bis doctrines. Not in the shade 


Of a Bo-tree but under the roof of an expen- 


sive office building at No. 29 Nassau street. 

It is impossible to show with the help of his 
own words that, whether his spirit be thatfof 
anancient Buddha or not, he has repro- 
duced in his efforts of original thought the 
most importantand most cheerful theories 
elaborated by Gautama in the shadow of the 
Himalayas nearly 8,000 years ago. 

Col. Ingersoll has the anthropocentric con- 
ception of the proper field of philosophical 
inquiry. His belief is that man’s chief con- 
cern is with himself. That is Buddhistic. 

Col. Ingersol agrees in substance with the 
saying of the anelent Hindu philosopher: 
‘*Thou wasn’t alone at the time of thy birth, 
thou wilt be alone in the moment of death, 
alone thou must answer at the bar of the in- 
exorable judge. That is Buddhistic. 

The Buddhist philosophy rejects inquiry 
into first causes as being un philosophical, 
and considers that finite phenomena alone 
can be dealt with by our finite minds, That 
is Ingersollie. 

Col. Ingersoll said to me in one of our talks 
beneath the Nassau street Bo tree: ‘‘I do not 
occupy my mind with useless discussion or 
speculation as to origin or destiny. Between 
these two horizons there is plenty of work 
for man’s intellect.’’ 

Again Buddha Ingersoll sad to me: There 
is only one thing inthis world worth think- 
ing about, and that is happiness.’’ 

In these words are shown the 
the true successor of Gautama, Happiness 
isallofthe Buddhists’ religion, when itis 
sifted down. From the root of the word 
Nibbuta, which meams happy, came the

The origin of fish huckstering is cloudey.

Bold as the German carp may be, and 
game as sports may style lots of fish, in my 
experience I have never yet seena fish as 
game as the dogfish. The dogfish is 
very suggestive of the shark about the 
mouth, and when he is hooked on a line there 
is no fish that swims that will fight harder 
and longer. The dog-fish ofthe lake are of a 
very ordinary size, but it is no uncommon 
thing to cut one open and find an entire Dass, 
sun-fish or croppy in his stomach. The mouth 
ofan ordinary dog-fish can be opened to the 
Size of a water-bucket, aud they have awful 
sharp teeth. The dog-ush is becoming more 

pular for table use than he was 
heretofore, Many persons would not think 
of eating a dog fshafew years ago; now 
there is big demand for it. I'll tell you that 
the fesh of this f_ sh is much more palgtabie 
than that ot the carp. The latter is a hushy 
fish when cooket. The dog fish is all right 
and before many years he ‘vill be up with 
the most popular fresh water fish. 

*‘*lalking about fish that are becoming 
popular on the table, the cat fish beats all of 
them. Heretofore, a man who would eat a 
catfish was regarded inthe same light as a 
cannibal. Now, however, the big catfish 
caught in our lakes and rivers are very 
much in demand, and, when properly 
cooked, make a very elegant meal. In our 
business, however, there is no particular 
fish the favorite.

When you heara frontiersman say that 
such and such a man is a bad citizen’’ or 
a bad man’’ you are not to infer from the 
remark that the man he is speaking of is nec- 
essarily a thief, a murderer or a drunkard. 
He may us all of this and more too for that 
matter, dat the term is often applied to men 
who ‘exemplary citizens. In that case 
it means simply that the individual thv 
designated is brave, quiex-witted 
fellow, who has made a record vor himself 
by getting the drop on one or more of his 
enemies, or upon criminal characters he has 
been sent to apprehend. To be ‘‘bad’’ in the 
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Eastern Idea of a Western Bad Man. 
complimentary sense of the word in the 
West, you must have killed one or more men 
and you must have faced danger against 
dreadful odds without flinching or funking. 
Twenty-nve years ago you could have sup- 
ported your claim tothe title if men could 
have said of you, He has killed 
his man,’’ but that day has passed. I know 
several bad men in the West who have killed 
from five to fifteen fellow-creatures. These 
gentlemen are always sure of reappointment 
or re-election to their coveted offices of 
Deputy Sheriff or Deputy United States Mar- 
shat. There are only three things which 
would permit public opinion in a frontier 
town to retire such men from office. Oneof 
these things is the death of the officer, caused 
generally by some other bad man who was 


quicker with his gun or who accom- 
plished his purpose by strategy. 
The other factors are cowardice 
and manifest criminal conduct on the part of 
the officer. In justice to the professional 
Killers and thief-takers of the West, I tm 
bound to say that the first reason given is 
the usual Western method of retiringa qual. 
fled ‘‘bad citizen.’’ Cowardice or criminal 
conduct are seldom charged against them. 
The Eastern idea of the Western bad man 
isa curious one.

His first shot shattered the 
hand of a man who exposed it in an attempt 
to bring White down witha rifle.

street, in an effort to reach the place where 
their horses were tied. White never moved 
from his position in the center of the street, 
and he sent bullets after the fugitives as 
long as they were within range. our out of 
five of his missives found their mark,and the 
rustiers who escaped never returned to El 
Paso again. 

This story is almost incredibie. That one 
man should deliberately attack half a dozen 
armed desperadoes, who had already com- 
mitted murder and robbery, and succeed in 
routing them, reads like a chapter froma 
romance of the Middle Ages, and yet such 
deeds are by no means uncommon in the 
West. 

An entirely different and much more num- 
erous type ofthe Western bad man could De 
found in Sam Saunders. I first met him in 
Deming, N. M. A Gesperado of the name of 
‘*Doc’’ Cane had just killed an inoffensive 
man, arailroad conductor, named Richard 
Tabler, and Saunders, who was then in the 
Governmentemploy as an Inspector of Cus- 
tums and engaged in riaing the Mexican 
boundary line west of the Tres Hermanna’s 
Mountains south of Deming, was asked by 
the citizens to notify Cane that he must 
leave town. Saunders accepted the task 
without any hesitation, and walking up to 
Cane said to him: Get out of here now; I'll 
blow a hole through you if you are in sight 
more than three minutes.“ Cane looked 
into the small black eyes of the speaker, 
and then, without a word, started west 
along the track ofthe Southern Pacific Rall- 
road. He was heard of next at a little ranch 
close down to the Mexican line, where the 
horsethieves and cattle smugglers found safe 
harbor. Finally a considerable number of 
stolen and smuggled horses were reported to 
have been gathered atthe ranch. Saunders 
heard of it and rode offalane to investigate. 
After an absence of five days ne returned, 
bringing with him a dozen horses 
which he had **stolen’’ out of 
the smugglers’ corral at night. 
It was certainly a unique way of making a 
seizure, but the Treasury Department was 
not liberal in the matter of expense accounts 
on that border, and as Saunders put it to the 
Deputy Collector at Deming. ‘‘I didn’t 
know whether we could make the case stick 
or not, butI did know that the Department 
would refuse to pass our expense vouchers 
if we didn’t, so I just stole the bunch of 
horses without help, so as to cover accli- 
dents.’’ Ifthe readers of this article know 
anything about the desperate character of 
the cattle smugglers along the Mexican bor- 
der they Will be able to pass judgment upon 
this achievement of Mr. Inspector Saunders.

PARIS, Sept. 14.—Poor Paris is deserted and 
forlorn. It ts race week at Trouville, and as 
the 15th, a legal holiday, came this year on 
Tuesday the Government announced that 
it gave its employes leave of absence on 
Monday, all the shopkeepers proceeded to 
follow so illustrious an example, and every 
human being who could beg, borrow or steal 
the money for his or her expenses scam pered 
out of Paris Saturday night, and 
frisked cheerily until Wednesday 
morning. of course the Trouville 
races were a great attraction and 
thousands of people descended on th 
already crowded little town, which is very 
malodorous, extremely unhealthy and de- 
cidedly fashionable. It is a disreputable 
place enough, and on the beach one is safe to 
meet quantities of other women’s husbands 
gallantly escorting other men’s wives, or 
festive bachelors flirting gaily with young 
ladies of light and lively conduct. But as 
Trouville is celebrated for its low moral 
tone, if you object to such pro- 
ceedings you had better pack your 
trunk and flee virtuously to Boulogne, which 
is avery respectable place on the whole. 
However, we will assume that you know all 
about Treuville, its manners and its morals, 
and resolveto stay, then the problem will 
present itself as to where you are to stay. 
If you go to a hotel you will have the privi- 
lege of paying a gigantic price for a micro- 
scopic room, if indeed you can obtain even 
such small quarters, for last year an ardent 
devotee of the race track, having ca- 
reered all over Trouville in a vain search for 
accommodations, went in desperation toa 
hotel and engaged the billiard table as a 
couch. The idea was practical and ought to 
have been a success, but unhappily for the 
wretched man he had nightmare, rolled off 
bis improvised couch and saw no races what 
ever as he was taken back to Paris with a 
broken leg. Or, if you do not care to go to a 
hotel, you may engage lodgings, but in that 
case you will probably have gay and festive 
feliow-lodgers who will paint the small 
town red and keep you awake all 
night by loud-toned conversation and tne 
popping of champagne corks.

At no time, 
however, shall more than one-balf of the 
unloaned funds in the Treasury of the cor- 
poration be applicable to the demands of 
withdrawing sharehoiders without tue con- 
sent of the Board of Directors.“ The 

uestion to be determined now is, 

ow is a withdrawing shareholder to get his 
money from a aapppany that has loaned its 
funds in advance or months and for 
ears? Such a company has no un- 
oaned funds in its treasury, all the 
funds being devoted tothe payment of these 
loans already made. Most of the companies 
in St. Louis In order to masse more money for 
the shareholders have loane.! their funds in 
advance, therefore the withdrawing share- 
holders will have to walt for their 
money until these loans are paid 
up unless the Board of Directors choose to 
pay them. 

Suitable provision will be made for this at 
the next meeting of the Lexislature. 

LAWS IN ILLINOIS. 

The building association loans of Illinois 
are much more comprehensive than those of 
Missouri, as in Missouri they 
do nat recognize the right of 
an association to borrow money and Atty- 
Gen. Maloney of Illinois in giving an opinon 
on several building association questions 
similar to those discussed in 
last Sunday’s Post-D1spartcu said: ‘tit is il- 
legal for a bul ding association to 
issue stock fully pald up and pay interest or 

rofiits on the same. ‘This is practiced in 

igsouri and has never been questioned. He 
also states that no Building Associaiion can 
lawfully borrow money, and that Directors 
cannot be paid even a nominal fee for at- 
tending meetings.

The Evi! of English Laws: 


Two little girls, Gertrude and Ethel Hedger, 
who are heiresses to $100,000. each, were ro- 


cently arraigned as vagrants in. London po- 
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any feasidie plan for a federal union, 


published ‘‘Foreign Relations,“ has invari- 
ably instructed our representatives in Cen- 
tral America to do all ia their power, with- 
out interfering with the political status of 
those republics, by verbal encouragement and 
the expression of good will, towards the 
furtherance of so admirabie a design. 
Unhappily, there has always Deen fear and 
distrust of the purity,of the motives of each 
-other among the several States which are in- 
vited to unite in federal union, and the ques- 
tion of supremacy of control has been hitber- 
to the disintegrating factor in its consumma- 


tion. 

Each republic, through its Chief Execu- 
tive, has been ambitious to be placed at the 
head of the proposed Central American 
Union; each arrogatesto itself a superior 
importance, and each naturally craves the 
disposal of Federal patronage. 

The ambition of the late Gen. Barrios, who 
attempted to coercea union of tbe Central 
American States by force of arms, and who 
was killed in Salvador during the spring of 
1885, while rallying his aefeated Guatemalan 
troops, illustrated the real purpose of effct- 
inga federal unton. Guatemala, the most 
northerly of the five republics, not only as- 
sumes superiority of wealth and numerical 
preponderance of population over her sister 
States, but has much to fear 
from the encroachments of Mexico. 
Hence she has always taken the initiatory 
steps towards the formation of a federal 
union, and, as already stated, has demon- 
strated the purpose of enforcing it, if re- 
quired, at the point of the bayonet. It is to 
a great extent essential to her safety. She 
is in much trepidation on account of her 
invitingly rich coffee fields near the northern 
border. 

The late President of Guatemala, Gen. Bar- 
rillas, whose term of office expired some 
eighteen months ago, renewed the consid- 
eration of afederal union of the Central 
American States, and succeeded in organiz- 
ing a convention looking to that purpose 
ultimately by means of an ad interim 
arrangement which would unite the 
States in a quasi union for the period 
of three years. The plan, in 0Oobrief, 
was to forma union for general purposes, 
which wasto be presided over by the chief 
executive of one of the States, chosen by lot, 
for one year, andto be succeeded in regular 
rotation by each of the other executives 
similarly chosen for the same period of time, 


until the full number was exhausted, when 
the final steps for a complete and permanent 
union wereto be concluded. It was also ar- 
ranged that in case one or more of the states 
should delay in joining the dnion the others 
—— perfect the purpose emong them- 
selves. 

Guatemala, Salvador and Honduras ex- 
changed ratifications for such arrange- 
ment, while Nicaragua and Costa Rica post- 
poned, through their respective Legisiatures, 
the present consideration of the plan. ‘The 
day was fixed for the election of the first 
President of the contemplated preliminary 
union, but beforeit arrived Guatemala aud 
Saivador were arrayed in hostility against 
each other, and a serious interstate war was 
only avoided by the promptand determined 
dipiomatic intervention of the foreizn powers 
accredited to Central America. 

Later on Honduras was disrupted by revo- 
lution, so that the convention of 1890. which 
promised satisfactory results and succeeded 
in arranging fora definite time when the 
temporary union should be put in force, was 
defeated by the succession of events just nar- 
rated and rendered abortive in its practical 
alm and purpose. Honduras, always. to a 
greater or less degree, under the moral dom- 
ination of her more advanced and enter pris- 
ing sister Guatemala, favored a federal 
union, and more especially after her fallure 
in the attempt to secure a favorable re- 
sponse from our Own Government to ber 
annexation to the United States of 
America. Gen. Luis Bogran, its President, 
was a highly cultivated man, far above the 
ordinary grade. of his fellow-citizens. He 
felt that, in conjuction with Guatemala, the 
republic of Honduras would maintain a full 
share of the dignity and power of the con- 
federacy. and he was every ready to join 
hands with tis sister State in carrying out

The principles underlying the single-tax 
movement are briefly and succinctly set forth 
as follows: 

We assert as our fundamental principle the 
self-evident trurh enunciated in the Declara- 
tion of Independence, that all men are cre- 
ate’ equal and are endowed by their Creator 
with certain inalienable rights. 

We hold that all men are equally entitied to 
the use of the earth; theref re, no ohe should 
be allowed to hold valuabie land without

We hold that such payment for the use of 
valuable land is the only rightful source of 
public revenue, because every man is en- 
titie:! to all that he produces in excess of this 
rental value, and we would therefore abolish 
all taxation, local, State and national, ex- 
cept a tax upon the rental value of land ex- 
clusive of its improvements, the revenue 
thus raised to be divided among cal, tate 
and general governments, as the revenue 
from certain direct taxes now divided be- 
tween local and State governments. 

theasingie tax would not fall on all land, 
but only on valuable land, and on that in 
proportion to its value. It would thus bea 
tax, not on use or improvements, but on the 
monopoly of land. 

The — — tax system would dispense with 
a multiplicity of taxes anda horde of tax- 
patherers, simplify government and greutiy 
reduce its cost. 

2. Give us with all the world that absolute 
free trade which now exists between the 
States of the Union. 

3. Take the weight of taxation from agri- 
cultural districts, where land has litrie or no 
value apart from improvements, and put it 
upon valuable land, such as dity lots and 
mineral deposits. 

Call upon men tocontribute for public ex 
penses in pruportion to the natural opportu- 
nities they monopolize and compe! them to 
pay just as much for hoiding land Idle as for 
putting it to Its fullest use. 

5. Make it unpr fitable for speculators to 
hold land unused or only partly used, and, hy 
thus opening to labor unlimited flelis of em- 
ploy ment, solve the iabor probiem, raise 
wages in all occupations and abolish involun- 
tary poverty. 

In securing to each individual his equal 
right tothe use of the earth,it is also a 
proper fnnction of soctety to maintain and 
control all public ways for the transporta- 
tion of persons and property, and the trans- 
mission of intelli ence; and also to maintain 
and control all pubilc ways in cities fur fur- 
nishing water, gas, and all other things that 
necessarily require the use of such common 
wars.

On 
tue contrary, nearer 10,000 couples have been 
married at Gretna Green; Gretna Green 
marriages of the olden sort, with very slight 
moudincation, are constautiy deine ‘*‘sol- 
eninized’’ at the present time; and, as 1 
shail show, I hoid a certificate of marriage of 
my own, Issued by the present Bishop of 
Gretna,’’ Willlam Laing, postman. 

Gretna Green is almost as much resorted to 
at present for **irregular’’ marriage cere- 
mony as it was a hundred years ago, though 
the fine colur and great clamor of tue old 
coaching days, when the old Carlisle and 
Glasgow road resounded with ringing hoofs 
and the snouts of pursued and pursuers, are 
eliminated by the railways; anu every mail 
to Gretna Drings ‘‘Bishup’’ Laing letters of 
eayer inquiry, one of which is truly, copied, 
barring the rignaiure in the following:

Though Gretna had been a favorite haven 
of saiety for absconding debtors trom the 
midile of the 17tu century, its first **irregu- 
lar’’ marriage of which thereis record did 
not occur until 1771, seventeen years suDse- 
quent to the passage of Lord Chanceilor 
hiardwicke’s hated Dxglish marriage act; 
but the circumstances of this affair were so 
interesting and so widely heralded that 
iretna Green at once became Hymen’s me- 
tropolis for hunted, haunted, runaw 
lovers. This first marriage was of Jo 
#mdygar, St. Mary's parish, and Jean Scott of 
the parish of metherel, both of the aujoin- 
ing English County of Cumberland. Ira 
dition has it that these two, instead of com- 
ing by coach-and-four over the post route 
from Carlisie, escaped their oppusing rela- 
tives by boat across the Solway Firth. Ine

THE sT. JOHN. “ 


The Reversible Falls on New Brunswick’s 
Prettiest River. 
From Scribner’s Magazine. 

But the most picturesque, as well as the 
most striking, manWestation of the tidal rise 
and fall is at the mouth of the St. John River, 
at St. John. New Brunswick. Here may be 
witnessed on every tide a change of con- 


ditions as sudden and as complete asa quick 
change of scene in a drama; the beauty of 
the landscape, enhanced by the handiwork of 
man, sddinz greatly tothe impressiveness of 
the phenomenon. This ts locally known as 

the ‘‘reversible falls,“ although ‘‘reversible 
rapids’’ woul) be more appropriate. Ina 
mep of st. John and its enviraus, drawnia 

1784 by an omcer of the St. John Loyalists, 
the matter is referred to in a marginal note: 

Ine falls in this river are justly ranked 
among the curiosities of the world; they are 
at the mouth of the river, about one mile 
from the entrance, and are navigable four 
times in twenty-four hours, which com- 
mands great attention, as only a tew 
minutes are required to pass in safety. 

The tide rising from twenty to twenty- 
four feet, at high water is six or eight feet 
higher than the river, which occasions a fall 
in the river as well as out, the whole water 
ofthe country having to pass between two 
rocks sixty yards distant. 

The scene of these rapids is a beautiful 
gorge through which, in remote ages, the 
river appears to have forced its way. For 
twenty minutes on each ebb and flood the 
river here is as piacid asa mountain lake on 
a tranquil day. Suddenly a streak of white 
spreads across the gorce, and in a few min- 
utes the calm is succeeded by the turmoil of 
rushing, whirling waters.

Wall street also 
expects the converse of the proposition to 
prove true, namely, that when repeal is as- 
sured there willbe at once a fresh rush of 
idle capital for investment. But that is 
another matter. It should be enough at first 
to kaow that a vicious process has been put 
anendto. Whenthat is accomplished the 
way will be made easier for a new era of 
prosperity. It will probably be seen then, 
though that finance is suffering from other 
ills than the Sherman law. 

The operations of the latter are mischiev- 
ous enough, tbat muchis certain, but it is 
more certain thag they had nothing to do 
with the poor harvest or the bdDilfghted cotton 
crop.

Confronted with 
a preblem they do not understand, people 
have hastened to convert their securities into 
money, with the nature of which they con- 
sider themselves familiar. Yet it was nota 
question that securities themselves were un- 
sound. On the contrary, it was the very 
money into which investors turned their 
holdings. Tbe reasonable effects of an inflat- 
ed currency would de to advance prices 
rather than to depress them. 

A more consistent factor affecting values 
then the scare growing out of such abnormal 
conditions as the above is the amount of 
earnings accruing to the corporations, Whose 
securities are in question, Other words, 
how much money is a ven railway earnin 
over and above all of its charges? It woul 
seem to be certain enoush that, assuming 
the currency of the country to be ona silver 
basis, if a railway in that country earns 
enough of that depreciated currency to pa 
10 per cent on its capital stoek the latter Will 
have a certain attractiveness to the invest- 
or.

NATURAL CAUSES. 


The Death of Mary Aun Fitzke Not Due 
te Poisening. 

C. A. Frank last evening made a post- 
mortem examination of the remains of Mary 
Ann Fitrke, the woman who died at the City 
Hospital on Friday night and who was sup- 
posed to have been poisoned by tablets of 
morphine and atropine. Dr. Frank found 
that death resulted from uremia. This 
disease is an affection of the kidneys and 
is produced by a toxic ‘condition 
of the blood from an accumulation 
of urea, which is a nitrogenous product of 
tissue decom ition. This state could not 
be produced by the drugs in question. In 
making the examination the doctor fouud a 
— tumor, weighing about eight pounds 

the right kidney was twice t norma 
— Death was undoubtediy due to natural 


causes. 

The circumstances surrounding the death 
ofthe woman were s0 peculiar that br. 
Marks, who personally attended to her case 
while in the City Hospital, refused to issue 
a death certificate, deeming it best to refer it 
to the Coroner for further investigation. The 
woman was sent to the hospital last Mon- 
day from the Dispensary, the police de- 
eving k mental'y unsound.

A GUBEENATORIAL 


It Oecurred Fetween Territor‘al Governcrs 
of Fiss uri in 1805. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 

Early in 1805 Maj. James Bruff succeeded 
Capt. Amos stoddard ag civil commandant 
at St. Louls and held the office until super- 
ceded by Gov. William Henry Harrison of 
Indiana, who acted as Gover: runti!l the ap- 
polntment of Gen. James WIIK'inson to suc- 
cee himas Governor. Maj. Bruff stili held 
milliary command here under Harrison. He

was a brave and effictent officer and had | 


sorved through the revolutionary war. Ue 
was rather touchy on polnts of milttary t- 
quette and was disiixed by his brother of- 
ficers. He, best les, neurrei the enmity of 
some or the French inhabitants, and espe- 
cially of the land grabders, who antedated 
their land grant concessions, thus securing 
valuable tracts througua fraud Gen. Wiilkin- 
son uad also porformed service througn the 
roar of the revolution, and eventually at- 
tained high military rank, becomin«s Com- 
maniter-in-Chlef ofthe army. A kindly feel- 
Ing existed between bim and Maj. Bruff, and 
he wrote the latter a confidential letter stat- 
ing he was desirous of hanging up his sword 
and settling down on a farm, and aint him 
to buy tor nim 1,000 acres, five or six miles 
from st. Louls, well tim bered and lying 
well for cultivation with excallent water 
anda mill seat.’’ He again wrote, desiring 
him to select a spot fora = eantonment for 600 
men. He thought that a spot near Cahokia 
would be desirable, but Cold Water’’ on 
tne Missouri, which Decame known as Belle- 
fontaine, was soon after selected. 

Witte on his way to 8t. Louls to assume tne 
duties of Governor, the General received 
some intimation that opened his eyes re- 
warding the relations existing between Maj. 
Bruf and inhabitants. Capt. Stoddard in- 
formed him that Maj. Braff, by his conduct. 
had made himself very unpopular with tue 
French inhabitants. He also recetved a let 
ter from Gen. Harrison, date i at Vincennes. 
saying: Recelve, I pray you, no impression 
relative to the people of St. Louts, from aj. 
Bruff, for reasons that I wiil here: fter ex- 
plain, ‘lhe dare idea of your beingiIin hig confi- 
dence would frighten some of them out of 
their senses. At Kaskaskia the General 
received two letters from St. Louls. One from 
Mr. Auguste Chouteau and the other from 
Maj. Bruff, both inviting him to dine with 
them on the day of bis arrtval in 8t. Louis. 

The General was in a quandary. wo 1 he 
decline the invitation uf Maj. Bruck, the re- 
tiring civil commandant ofthe Terfitory,and 
well aware of his 2 disposition, it 
would offend the pride of that official, who 
well Knew the prestige it would give him in 
the eyes of the people to receive the first 
visit from the new Governor. 

The General, however, decided to accept 
the invitation ‘of Mr. Qhouteau, which, he 
thought, was due to dim as the senior civil 
maxistrate of the district. He therefore sent 
a dispatch-boat, accepting the proffered in- 
vitation, and also a Vetter ta Maj. Bruf in- 
ing the latter to meet him on tne way up, 
hoping, doubtless, ina personal interview to 
a Ata matters to his satis action.

The excitement was extreme, editors, re- 
porters, correspontents sud: denly reu lized 
that they had mils ela valuable nem, and as 
if to o. rrect it a stampede was made for the 
1 o'clock express from Vietoria, and that 
train went down to Brighton loaded as it was 
never icoa:(iel before.
